The radio claimed weakly 
that more miners had shown up 
at the Tatabanya Coal Mines, 
west of Budapest, than in re- 
cent days. It said “many work- 
ers” reported at the Duna Shoe 


Factory, the Kispest Tractor 
Factory and_ other’ smaller 
plants. 


But in every case work re 
mained at a standstill for lack 
of power. | 

The Budapest Workers Coun:

Chinese Communists Making 
Headway in F.E.: Mansfield 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (INS) 
—Sen. Mike Mansfield (D.-Mont.) 
said Monday the Chinese Com- 
munists are making headway in 
the Far East with a “policy of 
patience” and are not likely to 
risk war soon by any overt ag- 
gression. 

Mansfield, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Sub- 
committee on the Far East, said 
he does not believe Communist 
China will take advantage of 
the Free World’s preoccupation 
with the Middle East and Eu- 
rope to make any military 
moves. 

He told newsmen: “The Chi- 
nese, like all Orientals, know 
the art of patience, and per- 
haps they believe that by just 
waiting things will come their 
. way.” 

By using a “policy of pati- 
ence,” Mansfield said, the Chi- 
nese Reds have already scored 
diplomatic successes jn Laos, 
Cambodia and other Southeast 
Asian nations, 

He cited the recent exchanges

of visits between Laotian and 
Cambodian leaders and Chinese 
Foreign Minister Chou. En-lai, 
and said there now is a “trend” 
in the two Indo-Chinese na- 
tions toward “closer relations” 
with Peiping. 

At the same time, the Sena- 
tor said, the Communists, by 
“terror tactics, intimidation and 
other means,” have strengthen- 
ed their ties with the millions 
of overseas Chinese in Singa- 
pore and other Southeast Asia 
centers. 

He said the Chinese Reds 
still need time to consolidate 


their domestic affairs and “feel 


they wouldn't have much to 
gain by warlike action at this 


time.” 

Mansfield said he was “much 
encouraged” by reports of un-

In Moscow 
Seeking Aid 


MOSCOW, Noy. 26 (AP)—The 
leaders of Rumania’s Govyern- 
ment came,to Moscow Monday, 
apparently in search of increas- 
ed economic aid from the Krem- 
lin. 

Premier Chivu Stoica said at 
the railway station his Govern- 
ment’s first task is to “strength- 
en friendship with the Soviet 
people and other Socialist coun- 
tries.” 

It was apparent one reason 
for the negotiations at this time 
was Moscow’s desire to streng- 
then its position in Rumania in 
view of the recent developments 
in Hungary and Poland and the 
worsening relations with Yugo-' 
slavia. 

The Rumanian-Soviet negoti- 
ations were described only as 
on “questions of mutual in- 
terest.” The emphasis on eco- 
nomic experts in the delegation 
indicated the main purpose of 
the visit was to seek additional 
assistance from the Soviet 
Union, 

. Any boost in Rumania’s eco- 
nomy could permit an improve- 
ment of iiving standards and 
reduce the likelihood of the 
anti-Communist outbursts which 
have occurred in other satel- 


lites, 

Soviet leaders gave the 
Rumanians a red carpet wel- 
come, but it was noticeably 


smaller than the one rolled out 
earlier this month for a Polish 
delegation seeking greater in- 
dependence from Moscow. 

On hand were Soviet Premier 
Bulganin, Deputy Premier A. I. 
Mikoyan and the top Soviet eco- 
nomist, Maxim Z, Saburov. 

Stoica reviewed a goosestep- 
ping Soviet honor guard and 
greeted assembled diplomats. 
The envoys of Britain, France, 
the United States and some 
other NATO nations stayed 
away. 

“Today when the imperialistic 
and capitalistic nations are 
trying to break the solidarity 
of the Socialist camp and 
threaten peace in the world,” 
Stoica said, “brotherly and fra- 
ternal solidarity of Socialist 
(Communist) nations is the 
guarantee for maintaining 
peace.”

Diet. 

Hatoyama is expected to noti- 
fy Bulganin in his message of 
the prospect of the agreements 
and at the same time request the 
latter to make preparations for 
early repatriation of Japanese 
detainees held in the Soviet ter- 
ritory. 

Nemoto also said that Japan's 
admission to the United Nations 
will be decided by the Security 
Council at about Dec. 12 after 
the ratification of the joint de- 
claration.

—Gen,. Lauris Norstad says the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion (NATO) forces he heads 
could not defend Western 
Europe without using atomic 
weapons. 


“Our plans are based on the 
full and prompt use of atomic 
weapons in the event of a gene- 
ral war,” Norstad said a 
copyrighted interview publish- 
ed Monday by the magazine 
U.S. News and World Report. 
Norstad, who was interviewed 
'in Paris, added: 

From a military standpoint, 
the use of these weapons is con- 
sidered essential in the event of 
a major attack or a general war. 
I am convinced that they should 
and would be used should it be- 
come necessary to defend Wes- 
tern Europe and that they 
would be used to the extent ne- 
cessary to accomplish that vital 
purpose.” 

In reply to a question whether 
the NATO forces could defend 
Western Europe if limited to 
conventional weapons, Norstad 
replied “no, not without the 
use of atomic weapons.” 


Noting that NATO does not 
have all the forces planned for 
it—lacking a German contribu- 
tion, among other things—Nor- 
stad declared “I cannot say that, 
at the present time, we can car- 
ry out our full mission of de- 
fending all of Western Eu- 
rope.” 

“But I should say this,” he 
added, “the NATO forces that 
now exist represent a very sig- 
nificant factor. The price that 
an aggressor would pay for at- 
-tacking NATO would be ex- 
tremely high, extremely high.”

Attempts Being Made 


To Revive Balkan Pact 


BELGRADE, Nov. 26 (Kyodo- 
Reuter)—Efforts are being made 
to revive the Balkan Alliance 
in face of the increase of Soviet 
military strength in countries 
neighboring Yugoslavia, a usual- 
ly reliable source said here 
Sunday. 

The alliance, signed between 
Yugoslavia, Greece and Turkey 
in August 1954, has in practice 
been a dead letter for over a 
year because of Greek-Turkish 
tension over Cyprus. 

A Greek military delegation 
under the Deputy Chief of 
Army Staff Gen. Laspias is now 
on its way here for a fortnight’s 
visit. Greek Premier Konstan- 
tin Karamanlis is due here on 
Dec. 4 for political talks. 

But the main difficulty in re- 
viving the alliance is_ not 
Greece, but Turkey, with whom 
Yugoslavia had become progres 
sively estranged as it improved 
its relations earlier this year 
with the Soviet Union. 

Yugoslavia was reported to 
have been putting out feelers 
to Turkey recently. President 
Tito was understood to have 
sent a personal message on the 
two countries’ relations to Presi- 
dent Djelal Bayar several weeks 
ago. 

But it was believed that no 
approach had yet been made 
for military talks between Yugo- 
slavia and Turkey, 

Six months ago Yugoslavia 
herself wanted to discard the 
weagye f side of the alliance, as 

possible military threat 
conta be seen on any of her 
frontiers. 

Now, however, the picture is 
different. Since the summer, an 
ideological conflict has been 
brewing between the Soviet and 
Yugoslav Communist parties. 

Since the Hungarian uprising 
a formidable number of Soviet 
divisions is reported to have 
been massed north of Yugosla- 
via’s border. 

From Bulgaria unconfirmed 
reports have come of Soviet 
troops entering the country. Ac- 
cording to some reports, armor- 
ed units which disembarked at 
Varna were stationed in south- 
east Bulgaria toward the Tur- 
kish frontier. 

According to other reports, 
Soviet engineer and __ signal 
troops have been seen in Bul- 
garian Macedonia, toward the 


'Yugoslav and Greek frontiers, 


The Bulgarian Government 
has denied that Soviet troops 
are stationed in Bulgaria. It 
was thought here, however, that 
Soviet officers and men might 
have been bringing in Russian 
equipment to build up the Bul- 
garian army.

It was Enver Hoxha, First

NEW YORK, Nov. 26 (AP)— 
The New York Times said Mon- 
day in a dispatch from Reyk- 
javik that Iceland has agreed 
to let U.S. forces retain their 
control of the strategic Keflavik 
Air Base but under a direct ar- 
rangement bypassing the North 


Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO). 
The dispatch said that the 


U.S.-Icelandic understanding 
was reached in negotiations in 
Reykjavik last week and that 
James H. Douglas, U.S. Air Un- 
dersecretary, had taken the 
agreement to Washington.

“These movements do not ap- 
pear to be aimed at any of 
North Vietnam’s neighboring 
nations.” 

In another development, 19 
North Vietnamese fishermen 
and farmers who said they wit- 
nessed the Nov. 13 revolt es- 
caped from the Communist 
North in a junk and landed in 
Tourane, qa port in the north 
érn part of South Vietnam. 

The refugees, three men, 13 
women and three children, 
were fiown to Saigon. The 
United States Information Serv- 
ice interviewed them at Tou- 
rane and in Saigon, and an 
American spokesman said their 
account appears to be true. 

They reported that the rural 
population actually seized con- 
trol of at least two villages and 
threw several Communist sol- 
diers and minor Party workets 
in jail.

This yeaf’s. pilgrimage of 
Catholic men in honor of the 
Tokyo Martyrs may wel’ be 
looked upon as a landmark in 
the growth of the cult of the 50 
heroes of the Catholic faith, 
more than 300 years ago. 

Originated in 1952 .with a 
group of Sophia University 
Catholic students, the move- 
ment has gathered momertum 
from year to year. Last year 
more than 500. men from all 
over Tokyo marched in a body 
from St. Mary’s International 
School (on A Ave. opposite the 
Tamachi 9-chome streetcar stop) 
to nearby Chifukuji, the site of 
the martyrdom of Dec. 4, 1623. 
It was on the occasion of last 
year’s pilgrimage that the idea 
of a Memorial to be erected on 
the spot—as more than once 
suggested previously — took 
shape, and successful efforts in 
the direction of realizing the 
project have been made. 


Thanks to the cooperation of 
all the Tokyo parishes as well 
as the religious communities of 
men in Tokyo and the Catholic 
congregation at the several 
installations of the U.S. Security 
Forces, also with the help of 
personal friends in and outside 
Japan, it has become possible 
to carry out the plan and get 
everything ready for.the un- 
veiling and blessing of the 
Memorial on Dec 2.

The ninth congress of the In- 
ternation of Religious 
Sciencé and Religious History 


scheduled for 1958 will be held 
in Japan in view of the impor- 
tant role played by this country 
in studies on Buddhism, 
Holding of the 1958 congress 
in this country was approved 
by a Japan Religious Federation 
convention opened here Sunday.

It will be opened in Tokyo 
Sept. 1 and wound up in Kyoto 
Sept. 10 with a six-day sym- 
posium, research rallies and 
tours included. — 

Studies will be made in 10 
divisions including primitive 
religions,. ancient Oriental reli- 
gions, Chinese religions and 
philosophies. 


1,200 Workers Strike

URAWA, Nov. 26 (Kyodo) 
—Some 1,200 Japanese workers 
at the ordance depot of the U.S. 
Security Force’s Tokorozawa 
Camp in Saitama Prefecture 
embarked on a 48-hour strike 
from midnight Sunday. 

The strikers, all members of 
the National Security Forces 
Workers Union, are opposing 
the discharge of 376 employes 
at the camp brought on by the 
closure’ of the vehicle repair 
plant. 


Says Radioactivity _ 
Up by Four Times 


Dr. Fumio Yamazaki of the 
Scientific Research  Instituté 
Monday reported that the sur- 
face of the Japanese land was 
contaminated by. radioactive 
fallouts this year four times 
more than last year. , 

His report, based on results 
of investigations by universi- 
ties and research’ organs 
throughout the country, was 
given at an over-all research 
conference on effects of radio- 
attivity in Japan. 

The conférence was held in 
the auditorium of the Japan 
Science Council at Ueno under 
the joint sponsorship of the 
JSC and the Education Minis- 
try. 


Doubts Ways 
To Fix Time 
Of A-Blasts 


NIIGATA, Nov. 26 (Kyodo)— 
A Niigata. University professor 
Sunday pointed to the inac- 
curacy of methods of Japanese 
scientists in determining . the 
time of thermonuclear test eX- 
plosions. 


Prof. Seitaro. Koyama 4m 
nounced before the fifth meet- 
ing of the Niigata Radioactive 
Isotope Society that convei- 
tional methods based on de- 
creases in atmospheric radio- 
activity are not accurate in the 
case of super-bombs. 


Japanese scientists have been 
recording daily decreases in 
radioactivity of rain or aerial 
dust on graphic paper. 

It has been the established 
theory that a straight line is 
formed on the graph from the 
point where an explosion is 
assumed‘ to have taken place. 


Koyama declared that his 
studies over two years and a 
half showed such a _ method 
should apply only in the case 
of blasts of fissionable materi- 
als. 

Detonations of super hydro- 
gen bombs such as now conduct- 
ed by the U.S. and Soviet Union 
do not form such straight lines 
on the recording chart because 
the fallout of Neptunium 239 
and Uranium 237 used in such 
bombs have widely divergent 
decreases in radioactivity. 


In the case of such blasts, the 
graphic curves always take one 
sharp turn in their descent, he 
claimed. 


According to his theory, the 
past estimates on the dates of 
U.S. or Soviet explosions have 
to be revised considerably, For 
example, “hot” rains falling be- 
tween May 16 and 23, 1954 could 
be simply attributed to one blast 
occurring May 5 instead of two, 
assumed to have taken place 
May 5 and between May 9 and 
14. Similarly, “hot” rains be- 
tween Sept. 18 and 20 this year 
could have been caused by one 
detonation on Sept. 10.

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The Art of Tea: 


Philosophy of Cha-no-yu 


By DAISETZ SUZUKI 


Author and lecturer on Zen Bud- 
dhism, Dr. Daisetz Suzuki was 
former professor at the Otani Dai- 
gaku, Kycto and presently lecturer 
of . Columbia University, N.Y— 
Editor. 


Two Zen-men were discussing 
Zen. The one named Chokei 
said, “Even a fully-enlightened 
Arhat may be proclaimed as still 
harboring something of the 
thee poisonous passions (greed, 
anger and folly) but as to 
Buddha he never makes an 
equivocal statement. Whatever 
he asserts is absolute truth. 
What do you say to this?” 


Hofuku asked, “What then is 
Buddha’s statement?” 


Chokei said, “The deaf can- 
not hear it.” 

This was criticized by Hofuku, 
“You are coming down on to a 
secondary level.” 

“What then is Buddha’s state- 
ment according to your judg- 
. ment?” 

“Have a cup of tea, O my 
brother-monk.” (From a: Zen 
text-book known as Hekigan, 
“Blue Rock.”’) 

Tea-drinking is quite an in- 
nocent deed and we practice it 
in our everyday life, especially 
in the East, but when it is taken 
up by the Zen-men it turns out 
to be an ominous event which 
goes cirectly up to Buddhahood 
and its absolute truth. 


The Zen View 


The orcinary-minded people 
may well wonder how such 
transformation could take place 
even by subtle verbal tricks of 
the Zen master. But the fact 
is that nis world is not the same 
as the one in which the ordi- 
nary-minded or _  sense-bound 
people iive. 

While this does not mean that 
a tree is.not a tree in one world 
and it is in the other world, 
there is almost something like 
this in the Zen world, For in 
the latter what is is at once 
what ‘s and what jis not. The 
mountain confronting us, you 
and me, is a mountain and not 
a mountain; the pen I hold in 
my hand is a pen and not a pen. 

The Zen-man sees things from 
this point of view. To him 
therefore tea-drinking is not just 
drinking, it comes directly from 
and goes deeply down to the 
roots of existence, According 
to Eckhart, “A flea, as it is in 
God, ranks above the highest 
angel in himself. Thus, in God 
all things are equal and are God 
himself.” 


Insight Into Culture 


Waen Shozan the Zen teacher 
and Ho the Zen layman were 
enjoying tea, Ho raising the 
takusu (something correspond- 
ing to a saucer but made of 
Wood with a base) said, “Each 
one of us has his and why can- 
not he say something about it?” 

Shozan said, “It is just be- 
cause each one of us has his 
that he is unable to do*so.” 

Ho retorted, “How is it then 
that you seem to be able to say 
something about it?” 

Shozan protested, “One cannot 
remain without saying some- 
thing.” 

Ho said, “There you are!” 

To these two Zen-men too the 
takusu was not just a takusu; 
it had a far deeper signification 
than the one we, the ordinary- 
minded, usdally attach to it. 


It is for this reason briefly 
that the Japanese make so much 
of tea-drinking as if it were 
something mysteriously touch- 
ing the very foundation of real- 
ity, In all likelihood it. is 
not “as if” but the thing itself, 
and from the tea we have an 


insight into the spirit of Orien- 
tal culture, 

Tea-drinking which is known 
as cha-no-yu in Japanese and as 
“tea-ceremony”’ or “tea-cult” in 
the West, is not just drinking 
tea but involves all the process 
leading to it, all the utensils 
used in it,-and also the entire 
atmosphere. surrounding the 
whole procedure, and last of all 
which is really the most impor- 
tant phase, the frame of mind 
or spirit which mysteriously 
grows out of the combination 
of all these factors, 


Frame of Mind 

Tea-drinking therefore is not 
just drinking tea, but it is the 
art of cultivating what might be 
called “nousosphere” or “psy- 
chosphere”, We may say that 
it emanates from sitting in a 
small semidark room with a 
low ceiling irregularly con- 
structed and from handling the 
tea-bowl which looks crudely 
formed but eloquent with the 
personality of the maker, and 
from listening to the sound of 
boiling water in the iron-kettle 

yer & charcoal fire. 

Let time pass on for awhile, 
and as one feels more ¢compos- 
ed, one begins to notice another 
kind of sound coming from out- 
side ‘the windows. It is the 
water dripping from a bamboo 
through which it is conducted 
from somewhere on the moun- 
tain side. The dripping is neith- 
er scanty nor excessive, it is an 
amount just enough to lead the 
mind to a state of tranquil pas- 
sivity. But the mind is really 
active to the extent that it can 
fully appreciate the synthetic 
effect of things surrounding the 
tea-room outside as well as in- 
side. 


Spirit of Poverty 

The content of the frame of 
mind cittagati, (“nousosphere” 
or “psychosphere”), thus here 
generated is the realizatior. of 
the spirit of poverty devoid of 
all forms of dichotomy: subject 
and object, good and evil, right 
and wrong, honors and disgrace, 
body and soul, gain and loss, 
etc. Kyogen Shikan, a Zen mas- 


ter of the late T’ang dynasty, ' 


gives his idea of poverty (hin 
in Japanese and p’in, Chinese) 
in the following stanza: 


“Last year’s poverty was not}: 


yet perfect; 
This year’s poverty is ab- 
solute. 
In last year’s poverty there 
was room for the head of 
a gimlet; 
This year’s poverty has let 
the gimlet itself disappear.” 
The poverty that permits no 
room for anything, even for the 
point of a needle, is what is 
known in the philosophy of 
Prajnaparamita (hannya, pan-je) 
as “Emptiness.” (sunyata, ku, 
kung),..and the principle of 
tea-ceremony is based on it, for 
sabi or wabi (sabi is “alone- 
ness,” while wabi means “un- 
worldliness”) is no other than 
the esthetic appreciation of ab- 
solute poverty. 3 


Free of Objects 


En passant, it is of interest 
to niote in this connection that 
Meister Eckhart’s notion of 
poverty (armut) exactly coin- 
cides with Kyogen’s as cited 
just above. In one of his ser- 
mons Eckhart refers to one 
who is “godly poor, for God 
can find no place in him to work 
in.” “This man is object-free 
in time and in eternity... . 
There are two objects: one is 
otherness, the other is a man’s 
own proper self.” 

This kind of man who is free 
of objects, that is, free of the 
dichotomy of subject and object, 
is an “abodeless man” living 
Emptiness. “True poverty of 
spirit requires that man shall 
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be emptied of God and all his im 


works, so that if God wants to & ee ee 


act in the soul, he himself must 

be the place 

acta. 2.6. & 
Philosophy of Tea 


It is out of this absolute pov- oe 
erty as cherished by Meister > 
Eckhart that we also have the — 


philosophy of tea: It is indeed 
out of emptiness where there 
is no place (statte) not only for 
God’s creatures but for God 
himself—because Emptiness is 
God and God is Emptiness—in 
other words, out of nowhere- 
ness. and notimeness, that 
Joshu, Hofuku, Ho (or Ho 
Koji), and other masters of Zen 
sip their cup of tea. The 
philosophy of tea is thus the 
philosophy of poverty, of sun- 
yata, or Emptiness. When this 
is understood, we know where 
the Japanese enjoyment and ap- 
preciation of the tea originates.

To an observing and discern- 
ing eye, the desolate wilderness

pared for renewed life.

Tea Is Aloneness 


In the desolation of the late 
autumn we detect bits of what 
Seccho, Zen-poet of the Sung 
dynasty sings of: 

“The spring mountains covered 
with layers of most variegated 
colors, 

And the spring streams fantastic- 
ally laden with the reflecting 
images.” 

The tea-man sitting alone in 
his tea-room is the one whom 
Seccho continues to depict as: 

“Standing by himself between 

heaven and earth 

Facing infinitude of beings.” 

Primarily, the spirit of tea is 
aloneness, “the sitting all alone 
at the summit of Mount Maha- 


vira” as pronounced by Hya- 
kujo Yekai. Sake which is 
usually made to stand against 
tea is for sociality and mostly 
for conviviality and frequently 
for boisterousness, Tea is aris- 
tocratic, sake is democratic. Tea 
is not so expanding and non- 
individualistic as sake. It is in- 
trovert and self-collective, 

Li-po was a habitual addict to 
sake and could not produce his 
creative poems without its aid. 
When the tea-man is inspired 
his works are concentric or cen- 
tripetal full of contemplative 
thought. So sake will best be 
imbibed in company with sym- 
pathetic friends, but tea will be 
sipped all alone in the tradi- 
tional room, 10 or even six feet 
square, in a secluded corner 
away from the populated cen- 
ters.

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Big Tankers 
Exacerbate 
Steel Demand 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 26 (AP) 
—Troubles in the Middle East 
have boomed tanker construc- 
tion and put an additional 
squeeze on the. already tight 
supply of steel plates, Steel Ma- 
gazine said Sunday. 


The weekly magazine of 
metalworking noted that de- 
mand for plates has exceeded 
supply for months. While no 
Govermment controls on plates 
are expected, the need for tank- 
ers may speed up action on re- 
quests tor tax amortization on 
facilities designed to turn out 
plates, Steel said. 


There are 23 tankers now 
under constructicn or on order, 
and plans for another 31 await 
approval of the Maritime Com- 
mission, Steel reported. 
dition, President Eisenhower 
has recommended the building 
of 50 more tankers, the maga- 
zine said. 


“Competition for plates will 
become more fierce if 104 tank- 
ers are built” said Steel, adding: 
“The Suez crisis will make cer- 
tain that at least half the ves- 
sels will be built. Fifty tank- 
ers in the Government portion 
of the program alone would 
take 750,000 tons of plates and 
another 250,000 tons of other 
steel products,” 


Scrap prices at $62 a 
ton for the week ended Novy. 21 
were up 50 cents to a new high 
for the year. 


Exports of iron and _ steel 
scrap are going to total about 
five million gross tons this 
year, compared with 4.5 million 
last year, Steel said. During 
the first eight months of this 
year Japan has imported 989,938 
gross tons of U.S. scrap; Italy, 
676,127; Canada, 387,028; and 
the United Kingdom, 367,481, 
the magazine said. 


Urges Buying 
Of Thai Rice 


Thailand’s Economic  Vice- 
Minister Luang Thavin declared 
on arriving in Tokyo Sunday 
night that he will be in Japan 
until he succeeds in fulfilling 
his mission of persuading the 
‘Japanese Government to step 
up lagging Japafiese purchases 
of Thai rice. 


Luang Thavin came to Japan 
by SAS plane from Bangkok 
under an emergency order by 
the Thai Economic Minister. 
He said he had rushed here 
after attending an international 
rice conference in Europe, 

Japan, he said, had so far 
purchased only 130,000 tons of 
Thai rice this year in contrast 
to the 300,000 tons for 1955,

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Rise of Afro-Asian Nations . 


It was only one and a half years ago that the Afro- 


Asian nations held their first formal conference as a group 
at Bandung. Today, the A-A nations account for 26 votes 
in the United Nations General Assembly. That is only one 
short of the strength needed to block a two-thirds majority 
action by any group in the U.N. It is the largest single 
bloc in that world organization. Nothing could demonstrate 
more graphically the growing importance of the A-A coun- 
tries. 


The Afro-Asian nations have found that in unien there 
is strength. Individually, they are weak, small nations with 
very little influence in the workings of the U.N. But as 
a group, they can count for something. This. does not 
mean that the A-A nations vote gpa. riegpond as one unit 
on all issues. Far from it. But when enough of them 
do act together, as they did in the case of the Suez Canal 
invasion and the Soviet suppression of Hungary, they rep- 
resent a formidable bloc of world opinion. 

This is quite a significant development for these coun-, 
tries, the great majority of which were exploited and ruced 
by colonial powers until very recently. The step from 
colony to an influential voice in world affairs is a giant one, 
and its importance should not be minimized. 


The attitude of the Big Powers has changed accord- 
ingly. The former colonial powers of the West have taken 
active steps to help these relatively new and undeveloped 
countries get on their feet and stay friends with the West. 
The U.S. aid programs and the Colombo Pian are but two 
samples. 

The Communist bloc underlined its interest in Asia 
a few months ago when Russia’s Nikolai Bulganin and 
Nikita Khrushchev took an unprecedented junket through 
these countries. With an amazing spectacle of clowning 
and camaraderie, B & K attempted to wipe out the impres- 
sion that communism was a bogeyman and to de-empha- 
size the strength of the West. 


Today, Red China’s Premier Chou En-lai is engaged cn 
a tour of six Asian countries. 
Cambodia, the Communist Premier plans td visit Burma, 
India, Afghanistan, Pakistan and Nepal. 


The purpose of Premier Chou’s tour, like that of the ? 


two Soviet leaders, is clear—to firm up neutralist feeling 
in Asia, draw the A-A nations a little further from the West 
and make friends for communism. 

But there is apparently an added reason for Mr. Chou’s 
swing around Asia. The ruthless methods which Russia 
used to crush freedom in Hungary has created a new 
surge of distrust and suspicion of communism in Asia. 
Reaction against Russia is bound to be reflected in the 
attitudes of these countries toward Red China as well. 
One very strong motive for Premier Chou’s trip is doubt- 
lessly to judge for himself the feeling created by the in- 


_ cidents in Hungary and counteract it. , 


All these developments underline the growing stature 
of the Afro-Asian countries. And, slowly but surely, they 
are beginning to create an identity of their own. 


The political coloring of the member nations of the 
Afro-Asian bloc is varied. They include SEATO nations 
of definite anti-Communist, pro-Western tint like the Philip- 
pines, Thailand and Pakistan, and countries who share 
their political beliefs strongly, like Iran and South Vict- 
nam. 

There are nations which feel they must be neutral be- 
cause they are on the fringe of Communist China’s armies, 
like Burma, Cambodia and Laos. 

They include the outright neutralists like India and 
Indonesia who, at times of late, have been accused of being 


‘apologists for communism. 


And they include the Arab nations whose fierce national- 
ism have made them turn against the Western nations on 
many issues. 


Japan, who is not yet a formal member of the U.N., 
has an undefined place as yet in this group of vari-colored 
nations. But her position is expected to become more 


_ clear-cut after she is voted into the world group—next 


month, if everything goes as expected. 

Slowly but surely, however, the differences are being 
reduced and the A-A bloc is being welded together as a 
group. After the Hungarian rebellion, India’s leadership 
and influence has been weakening. The SEATO group, 
while maintaining its close military ties with the West, 
has been speaking out more often as Asian nations on 
pouiitical issues. 

The A-A nations can, and will, become more influential 


‘as time goes on. But they must be mindful of the responsi- 


bilities that accompany this growing power. .

Asahi Shimbun regretted the 
sectionalism which caused the 
controversy between the Agri- 
culture-Forestry Ministry and 
the Finance Ministry over the 
prices of rice and wheat to be 
adopted for the next fiscal 
year’s food control special ac- 
count.

‘Strictly Neutral’ Ex-Liberal Leader Strives for Conservative Unity 


Of all the so-called factions 
within the ‘strife-ridden Liberal- 
Democratic Party, there is one 
which, according to its own 
spokesman at least, is striving 
solely for fusion rather than fis- 
sion, 


The man whose ambition is to 
become not Japan's Prime Min- 
ister of tomorrow but an agent 
of cohesion for the Japanese 
conservative party is Bamboku 
Ohno, 65. 


Besides for his long political 
career, the former Liberal Party 
Secretary is well known for his 
hobbies: Composing 17-syllable 
poems (“haiku”) and drinking 
sake by the gallon. 


Since he is not avowedly run- 
ning in the current race, his 
“faction” as such is necessarily 
smaller than some others which 
have formed around the “candi- 
dates” for the Liberal-Democrat- 
ic president. 


The Ohno followers tabulate 
their own strength precisely at 
29 although a few of them are 
considered by other factions as 
belonging to their folds, 

The Ohno group coagulated in 
mid-September when the _ ex- 
Liberal leader decided that the 
issue of who should be Hatoya- 


‘ma’s successor must not split 


the party. 
Worker for Unity 


This was obviously an honest 
feeling for Ohno because he was 
one of the few who personally 
worked to bring about the merg- 
er of his Liberal Party and the 
Democratic Party a year ago. 

He was on the four-man 
Board of Proxies which acted as 
the top administering organ of 
the new conservative party 
when it failed to agree on a 
president. 


Two of the four leaders, 
Taketora Ogata and Bukicni 
Miki, however, have since 


died. The survivors are Premier 
Ichiro Hatoyama and Ohno. 


This is one of the reasons 
why, Ohno, as well as his col- 
leagues, believes he is the “most 
suitable person” to work on 
effecting intraparty unity. 

Another important reason 
may be explained by the fol- 
lowing piece of syllogism. 

1) One of the = strongest 
anti-Main Current factions with- 
in the conservative party is 
what is known as the Yoshida 
Faction. Comprising about 55 
die-hard ex-Liberals, it-threatens 
to vote against the Main 
Currentists’ prize—the Japan- 
Soviet Joint Declaration. It has 
made it clear also that the fac- 
tion will oppose any presidential 
“candidate” backed by the Main 
Currentists, whose prime mover 
is Agriculture Minister Ichiro 
Kono. 

2) Two of the triumvirate 


which reigned over the Liberal 


Party under Shigeru Yoshida’s 
presidency, namely, Joji Hava- 
shi and Shuji Masutani, are 
now holed up in this faction. 


3) Ohno, the third in the 
trio of Yoshida’s former 
lieutenants, therefore, is in a 
better position than anyone 


else to prevail upon the two 
leaders in. the Yoshida Faction 
for intraparty reconciliation. 


Best Qualified 


Unlike other factions of to- 

day, the Ohno group neither 
possesses a spec,al headquarters 
of its own nor holds weekly 
conclaves, 
_ “We only maintain constant 
contact with other groups to- 
ward our aim,” said Masashi 
Aoki, a key member of the 
Ohno Faction. 

Ohno, himself, in the mean- 
time has met the two ex- 
Liberal leaders in the Yoshida 
Faction a few times. since 
September. 

What the conservative party 
needs today, according to Aoki, 
is not so much new policy as 
party unity. “The main criti- 
cism we meet when we go back 
to the country is this intra- 
party strife,” he said. “And our 
group is best qualified to work

for improving this sad state of 
affairs.” . 

A curious thing, Aoki said, i# 
that of the 29 ‘ex-Liberals in 
the Ohno Faction, oniy one is 
a- former government official, 
while the rest are all dyed-in- 
the-wool party men from Sei- 
yukai days. 

Like Mt. Fuji 


Almost all the former Lib- 
erals, who had.been bureau- 
crats, are now found in the 
Yoshida Faction, Aoki suggested 
that bureaucrats-turned-politi- 
cians may be _ good policy- 
makers, but when it came to 
effecting “amity of man,” party 
men were better. 

The most recent of the 
irregular meetings of the Ohno 


group was held last Thursday. 


There a member, Postal Sery- 
ice Administration Minister 
Isamu Murakami, offered a pic- 
turesque characterization of the 
faction. 

He said: 

“Our faction is like Mt. Fuji. 
Its top is snow-white although 
there might be maneuvers be- 
ing carried on at the foot.” 

Paraphrased, what he meant 
is this: The.group leader Ohno 
is strictly neutral and noncom- 
mittal about the conservative 
presidency issue, while, it must 
ne admitted, some of the lesser 
members might be engaged in 
behind-the-scenes activities with 
other factions, 

Toward the end of last week, 
Ohno, accompanied by Mura- 
kami, and a few other party 
men, returned home to Gifu 
Prefecture where he was to at- 
tend the inaugural meeting of 
a local branch of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party, , 

In a conference with the press 


at .Gifu City, Ohno reiterated 
his noncommittal position. His 
comment on the three running 
“candidates,” furthermore, was 
distinctly negative. 

“None of them is perfectly 
qualified for the post. A party 
president, must have the sup- 
port of all. Otherwise, there is 
the danger of his opposition 
starting to campaign against 
him the minute he takes the 
ost.” he said, 

“If people come out and an- 
nounce they are ‘candidates,’ 
then anyone, even I, can do the 
same thing.” 

Choice Difficult 

Ohno admitted the difficulty 
in narrowing down the range 
of choice for the president to 
one and that there were strong 
possibilities of the party having 
to resort to a straight popular 
vote to decide the issue. 

He indicated that a conference 
of party “elders” will be held 
shortly to salvage the increas- 
ing confounding situation. 

The party convention, origin- 
ally scheduled for Dec. 7, will 
have to be postponed because 
a resolution to perpetuate the 
Strike Control Law is expected 
to meet hard sailing in the 
House of Councillors, 

Ohno speculated that the all- 
important Liberal - Democratic 
rally is likely to be moved back 
to sometime between Dec. 15 
and 20. 

In Tokyo, Ohno F@ction man 
Aoki averred, .however, that 
Ohno was joking when he said 
he, too, might run for the pres- 
idency. 

“He hasn’t the slightest desire 
for the post. And he will be 
‘snow-white’ about his choice 
for some time yet.” 


Eden’s Prospects

Sir Anthony Eden’s indisposi- 
tion coupled with the problems 
created in the Middle East may 
provide the occasion for his 
retirement as Britain’s Prime 
Minister. His 30 years’ service 
would be rewarded with an 
earldom, 


The ugly hydra head of pet- 
rol rationing, now reared 
again in the British Isles 
after 15 painful years of ration- 
ing which only ended last year, 
will not be good for the Con- 
servative Party at the next gen- 
eral election. 


Informed opinion from Brit- 
ain in fact is that if Eden went 
to the country now, the Con- 
servatives would be swept out 
of office by a big Socialist vic- 


@ tory. This is what Gaitskell and 


Bevan desire but it would be 
an election fought on a wave of 
emotionalism which is the sort 
of thing Britain always dis- 
trusts, 


While the Socialists would 
fight it on the issue of the rights 
and wrongs of the Suez Canal 
adventure, they would not use 
their victory to apologize pub- 
licly to Nasser and offer com- 
pensation for damage done in 
Egypt. Instead they would 
walk warily to try to ensure 
the canal never fell under Nas- 
ser’s sole control while using 
the victory to introduce large 
doses of more socialism for Brit- 
ons 


They committed the tactical 
error of announcing this pro- 
gram last year soon after the 
last general election. The pro- 
gram was extreme enough and 
the warning long enough to en- 
able the Conservatives to sound 
the alarm against it, 

It is fear of this sweeping 
program being launched which 
will both prevent Sir Anthony 
from seeking a general election 


now and which will hold the , 


Conservatives together at all 
costs to keep the Socialists out. 

Eden has a comfortable maj- 
ority in the House of Commons 
and a bigger one in the House 
The first by-election 
at Chester during the wave of 
emotionalism which swept Brit- 
ain over the Suez Canal land- 
ing showed the Conservatives 
still holding the seat, 

Eden has no need to resign 
on any grounds of lack of con- 
fidence in him by the House of 
Commons and the Queen could 
constitutionally refuse him a 
general election unless he has 
been defeated in the House of 
Commons. 

If he sought one, however, to 
test public opinion on his policy 
—and won—it would be a great 
moral victory for what he at- 
tempted to achieve and a back- 
ing to stay strong and not re- 
tract. 

But if he resigned on grounds 
of ill-health who wouid succeed 
him? He could advise the 
Queen on his successor but she 
is not bound to accept it. 
Usually the Sovereign does and 
the next in line backed by the 
Conservative Party would be 
R. A. Butler, Lord Privy Seal, 
whose name would have been 
weighed more strongly at the 
last general election in 1955 but 
for the Churchill influence and 
Churchill connection 
through Eden’s marriage to Sir 
Winston’s niece, Clarissa. 


If therefore Sir Anthony re- 


signs the party would unani- 
mously elect Butler to be its 


The Queen's secre. 


upon the Queen; he would un- 
doubtedly be commanded to 


- form a new Conservative gov- 


ernment. He need not seek a 
general election either to test 
public feeling though he could 


* ask the Queen for a dissolution 


of Parliament and hold an elec- 


tion and she would consent. 

Usually the Sovereign at- 
tempts to spare the country the 
trouble of an election soon after 
the normal general election— 
held each five years. In this 
case Queen Elizabeth would ask 
Butler to try form a govern- 
ment and test the confidence of 
Parliament first, before grant- 
ing a request for a dissolution. 
And as he would command the 
same Conservative majority 
which Eden possesses he need 
not hold an election at all. 

The Conservatives will thus 
hope that firstly the petrol ra- 
tioning to be introduced Dec. 17 
will end within a year when 
the traffic should become nor- 
mal in the Suez Canal; and that 
secondly when the general elec- 
tion is due in three years’ time, 
the whole issue will have been 
happily resolved: prosperity re- 
sumed, the slack taken up and 
the whole issue forgotten suffi- 
ciently for passions to have died 
down, 

They would then fight the 
election on the alarming and 
grandiose schemes for more na- 
tionalization sponsored by the 
Socialist manifesto last year. 
What the Socialists hope is that 
somehow aé_e general election 
could be forced now on the Suez 
issue while emotion is high, and 
that a win for them on this is- 
sue would give them the power 
and majority they need to launch 
a vast new socialization pro- 
gram on the country. 

The Conservatives are alive to 
this throughout Britain and are 
too apprehensive about it and 
its effect on trade and commerce 
to show any cleaveage in their 
ranks whatever individuals may 
feel in the heat of the moment 
about the Suez Canal and the 
moral issues involved.

ROME—The I] Messaggero to- 
day (Nov. 25) writes that there 
is in fact today in the satellite 
countries an alliance between 
the proletariat, the intellectuals, 
and the peasants which is head- 
ing toward one thing, and one 


‘thing only. This alliance is con- 


trary to Russian communism 
and is working for complete 
freedom and the building up of 
a democratic socialist state. In 
this case, says the’ paper, it is 
anti-Soviet. But it does not mean 
that there will be a return to 
the form of government in 
vogue prior to communism or 
an extreme right-wing form of 
government. 


As long as Soviet troops re- 
main in satellite countries, there 
will be new movements of 
workers, peasants, and intellec- 
tuals for the sort of state they 
so avidly desire. In Hungary, 
they are fighting on two fronts 
—against the quisling Kadar and 
against the armed might of the 
Soviets—so their struggle for na- 
tional independence coincides 
with their struggle for social 
democracy. 

The paper continues: The 
fact that these arguments are 
gradually becoming the weap- 
ons of the Hungarian and 
Polish revolutionaries is proof 
of the total failure of the poli- 
cies of the Soviet Union, With 
the Hungarian revolution, most 
of the workers institutions 
guided by Moscow, have fallen 
completely. Soviet Russia no 
longer is the seat of the world 
socialism and no longer repre- 
sents the workers of the world. 


The Il Messaggero concludes: 
All this means that we have 
arrived at the point where the 
Communist system is condemn- 
ed by those it has enslaved—the 
workers, the peasants, and the 
intellectuals. And in this, there 
is a warning t@ the Western 
world, There must be unity 
which will form a bulwark vital 
to the defense of these people 
from all the pressure which the 
Kremlin leaders may force into 
Hungary in order to try saving 
their own ideological interests,
